stycking in the clothes themselves.”” This Comedy is the oldest 
in the language ; it was acted in 1575, and written by John Hill, 
M.A. who afterwards beeame Bishop of Bath and Wells.

Mr. Kemble offered to play at the Boston ‘Vheatre on 
the same terms as he had previously received at the Park Theatre, 
New York,—half the gross receipts of the house. The Boston 
manager proved that Mr. Kemble only divided the profits at the 
Park, after a certain sum had bee deducted for expenses by the 
manager of thatestablishment. The jury returned a verdict 
for the manager, damages—2500 dollars. Mr. Kemble’s counsel 
moved for a new trial, which was granted, and the case will 
come before the Court in March next.--American Paper.
